Choosing a Garden Site 


Locating the garden in relation to 
the house is an important factor too 
* 
• 
often overlooked. 
Often the garden 
Is placed In the most remote corner 
of the yard or grounds. Modern gar­ 
deners who, as a rule, cultivate their 
gardens in their 
spare 
time, now 
place their gardens as close to the 
house as possible 
without marring 
the appearance of the property. Even 
this handicap is obviated by planting 
ornamental 
hedges 
or 
shrubbery 
about the borders of the vegetable 
garden when 
it is too conspicuous 
and by planting a border of showy 
annuals with an occasional bed of 
posies among the vegetables to add 
ornament as well as utility to the 
planting. 
Convenience to the kitchen door so 
-that the boss of the cooking depart­ 
ment may have quick and easy ac­ 
cess to fresh vegetables, is advisable 
in locating the garden. 
A slope to 
the south or southeast, if the con­ 
tour of the 
land permits it, is an 
Ideal location because the soil warms 
up earlier in the spring and gives op­ 
portunity for 
earlier 
planting and 
quick m aturity of the crop, the most 


of which must be harvested before 
the real hot weather sets in. 
Any type of soli may be used, pro­ 
vided it is properly 
fertilized 
and 
cultivated, but a sandy loam is to be 
preferred. 
It is also particularly advantage­ 
ous in the south to have a garden, if 
a location is available, with good 
natural drainage so that there will 
be sufficient fall to carry off the sur­ 
plus water during 
the heavy rains 
which fall during 
the early spring 
months. If the land is level artificial 
drainage 
is 
necessary 
and 
open 
ditches can be easily dug for the pur­ 
pose, or tile drains placed to take 
care of the surplus moisture. 
When the land is level and arti­ 
ficial drainage is not practicable, it 
is best to raise the beds or plant in 
ridges which will shed the w ater to 
prevent the drowning out of seed­ 
lings during wet weather. 
These ridges should be as wide 
and as flat topped as possible and 
provide 
the 
needed 
drainage, for 
narrow sharp ridges have the disad­ 
vantages of drying out quickly as 
well as being easily washed away vy 
a heavy downpour.

OLD KENTUCKY C07FEE TREE 


Given Its N :m * Because Seeds W ert 
Once Used as a Substitute fer tbs 
Real Thing. 


Around some of the old homes in 
Maryland and Y.r :Iaia cue finds grow­ 
ing fig hushes, pc .ai trees and that 
other very us* ful tree of the early 
colonial and 
revolutionary periods, 
which our ancestor* cai/ed the Ken­ 
tucky coffee tree, because Its seeds 
were used in brewing a drink which 
was used ns a substitute for coffee, the 
Washington Star say*. 
. 
The coffee tree is usually found in 
rich bottom lands In company with the 
black walnut, blue «sh. huckberry, eot- 
tonv.»>odt honey locust, red elm and 
the hickories. It is a native American 
tree and the name which the botanists 
have given it is “gymnocladus dlolcus.” 
The first word is compounded of two 
Greek words meaning “naked branch,” 
and the second part of the name Is 
also compounded of two Greek words 
meaning that the plant has both male 
and 
female 
flowers 
on 
different 
branches. The coffee tree at maturity 
is from 75 to 110 feet tall and from 
two to three feet In the dir meter of 
Its trunk. 
The leaves ere pinnate— 
that Is, “feather-like,” from “pinna” 
or feather. The leaves are pink at 
first. 
Later they turn bronze green 
and then dark green above and light 
green beneath. In autumn its foliage 
turns bright yellow. 
Legumes hang 
on It all winter unopened. 
In the 
pods are dark reddish-brown seeds 
three-quarters of an inch long and 
ovate in form. These are the seeds or 
“berries” from 
which 
many 
early 
Americans made coffee.

The most famous diary ever pub­ 
lished was that of Samuel Pepys, 
which was written in the Shelton sys­ 
tem. In this diary Pepys gives a vivid 
account of the great plague and the 
great fire of London, with many Inti- j 
mate accounts of the court of King 
Charles II. 
Pepys 
was an exrert 
shorthand writer, because he men­ 
tions in his diary that In April. 1080, 
he attended the king, by command, at 
Newmarket, and there “took down in 
shorthand from his own month the 
narrative of his escape from the bat­ 
tle of Worcester.” 
It is 
interesting to recall 
that 
Thomas Jefferson, In a letter to hla 
friend Page, dated January 23, 1764, 
proposed that they should master 
Shelton's system, the one used by 
Pepys, so that they might have some 
thing which was unintelligible*o any 
one else. He said: “I will send yon 
some of these days Shelton’s Tachy- j 
graphical alphabet and direction?.”

This num ber is a de­ 
crease of 18,000 over the num ber of 
these anim als at the beginning of 
the previous year, and a reduction 
of 158,000 over the num ber Ip 1910. 
or 15 per cent. 
The num ber 
of 
horses on M issouri farm s 1n 1910 
was 1.035,884, in 1920, 908.220, in , 
1921, 897.000, and la 1922, 879,000.

This group of farm anim als on 
farm s on January 1, 1922 was dis­ 
tributed as follows:

of the country, the moving pictures, ^ater 
the best known federal judge in the coun­ 
try resigned from the bench in order to de­ 
vote his entire tibe to his duties as head of 
organized baseball. 
The movies and baseball are the two 
great 
American 
amusements. 
To them 
millions turn for the entertainment which 
they feel they must have and which has 
become almost as much of a necessity to 
them as their daily bread. 
The business 
of providing this amusement and entertain­ 
ment has now become so important that a 
United States judge 
will 
cast 
aside his 
ermine in order to devote himself to that 
business and a member of the president s 
official family, for the same reason, gave 
up his cabinet chair. Providing the public 
with amusement, 
they 
maintain, 
offers 
them a greater opportunity for public serv­ 
ice. 
Perhaps this is true. 
Certainly it offers 
them vastly larger salaries. 
At any rate, 
they are quitting the government business 
for the 
amusement business. 
No matter 
how grim and serious the problems of these 
times may be or perhaps because they are 
so grim and serious— organized amusement 
has beeome one of the primary necessities 
of life and the business of providing it has 
assumed such 
colossal 
proportions 
that 
even the business of governing the country 
and directing 
the 
cause of justice takes 
second place.

THE EMERGING FARMER 


From the New York Globe. 
The enactment of the farm er# coopera­ 
tive marketing bill by congress is a mile­ 
stone in the history of the business organi­ 
zation of the nation. It is generally agreed 
by all who have given 
open-minded con­ 
sideration to the subject that the welfare 
of the farmers malíes necessary the legali­ 
zation of cooperative dealings, even though 
the new associations may become monopo­ 
listic. But it may also be remembered that 
another generation believed that the wel­ 
fare of the freed slaves called for the pas­ 
sage of the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution. 
The history o f the last two 
generations has showed that the fourteenth 
amendment 
brought less freedom to ne­ 
groes than it did to corporations which also 
craved a place in the sun. The real prob­ 
lem which the cooperative act presents is, 
accordingly, not so much what privileges 
are given the rural population, but what 
liberties will be taken with it by other less 
necessitious groups. 
American economic history has not been 
strikingly different from the development 
of other industrial nations, except in so far 
as an abundance of land and of natural re- 
hources have tended to make us individual­ 
ists. 
Until the 
decade 
measured by the 
years 1880 and 1890 agriculture was still 
the principal source of national wealth and 
the dominant American sentiment was in­ 
dividualist. 
Every boy expected to be a 
president or a millionaire. 
Consequently 
we have been as slow in developing co­ 
operation as we were in discovering meth­ 
ods of government control. 
Our progress 
in these matters 
has 
been oblique, 
We 
have seldom faced frankly the question of 
monopoly. 
Because the popular thought 
was muddled and legislatures were afraid 
to aet, courts have been compelled by the 
force of circumstances to cut their tortu­ 
ous way through the jungle of fact. 
The transportation aet of 1920 marked 
a definite change. Congress began to aban­ 
don the patently absurd theory that rail­ 
roads were competitive. 
The Webb law 
sanctioning monopoly for export purposes 
was another indication of the new turn of 
the cu rrent 
The 
farmers’ 
cooperative 
measure is a fresh witness. 
It testifies, as 
did its forerunners, 
that the era of pre- 
tese in economic life is drawing to an end 
and that the nation is beginning to consider 
present realities rather than historic fic­ 
tions in the drafting of laws. 
So long as 
this is done with an honest and Informed 
regard for the common welfare the new 
method is clear gain.

Roads to Improve Lines. 
CHICAGO, 
March 14.—More con-1 
1 structfon work is actually under way ' 
or projected by the railways of the 
¡country for 1922 than 
for 
several 
years, according to statistics present- 
led today by the Railway Age. 
This 
was attributed to the shortage of 
j railway facilities and the improve- 
jment in railway net earnings within 
i recent months. 
“It is significant,** the 
magazine 
said “that public announcement has 
already been made to construct over 
I 500 miles of new line this year and 
contracts have already been let for 
j at leant half. 
Among the projects 
| authorized are 
an 
extension of 55 
¡ miles on the Atchison, Topeka and 
i Santa Fe, 
from 
S&tanta,, 
Kansas. 
’ East, and a line 40 miles long from 
j Pawhusga Okla., to Owen, which are 
understood to be the first of several 
projects which this road has in con* 
templation. 
“The Dallas-Terrell, a Texas road, 
has awarded a contract for the con* 
struction of 34 miles 
of 
line; the 
Kansas and Oklahoma Southern has 
been authorized by the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission to build 71 
miles and the new Holland, Higgins- 
port and Mount Vernon has received 
permission from the ¡same source to 
build 35 miles of line. 
“With reference to second track, 
the Santa Fe has announced that It j 
will reduce grades and provide an 
additional tsack 
between 
Yampai, 
Arizona, and Griffith, 75 miles; the 
Great Northern will build 47 miles of 
¡second track in Washington and else­ 
where, the St. Louis San Francisco; 
has awarded contracts for 20 miles; I 
the Chicago and Alton has started 
work on eleven miles north of Alton, 
111., which is estimated to cost $362,- 
000, and the Illinois Central hss ap­ 
propriated 
$2,000,000 
for 
the con­ 
struction of a third track, the reduc- 
! tk-n of grades and other improve­ 
ments between Mat*eson, 111., and 
Kanakee. 
In so far as terminal facilities are 
! concerned, the Missoni 1. Kansas and 
Texas has awarded contracts for the 
construction of a new gravity classi­ 
fication yard and shops at Denison, 
Texas, at an estimated cost of $3,- 
(>00,000. 
The Santa Fe has under­ 
taken the construction of additions 
to its shops at San Bernardino, Cal., 
estimated to cost $224,000; the Erie 
has awarded a contract for a large 
pier on the Hudson river at Weetaaw- 
ken, N. J., and the Canadian Pacific 
has announced its Intention of pro­ 
ceeding with the construction of a 
large ocean terminal on Burrard In­ 
let, Vancouver.

Central 
has 
awarded a contract for the elimina- 
! tion of grades through North Tona- 
wanda, N. Y„ at an estimated cost of 
$500,000; the Illinois Central is work­ 
ing on plans for the immediate re- 


construction of its bridge across the 
Ohio River at Cairo, for which $8,- 
500,000 has been set a s i d e , while th * 
New York Central has advertised for 
bids for the construction of a high 
bridge over the Hudson river, below* 
Albany, No Y.; the Delaware, Lack­ 
awanna and Western has requested 
manufacturers to furnish estimates 
of the cost of electrifying its line in 
the vicinity of Scranton, Pa., which 
it is expected will cost about $5,000,- 
000. 
In this summary, no attempt has 
been made to 
present 
a complete 
list of the larger projects which have 
been authorized or those which are 
in contemplation, 
but 
concerning 
which no specific announcement has 
yet been

or to 
include the 
many smaller projects, such as sta­ 
tions and yard extensions. 
The list 
enumerated is, however, sufficient to 
demonstrate conclusively that the 
railways are viewing the future with

His wife and three chil­ 
dren w*ho were with him were unin- j 
jured. except for slight scratches and 
bruises. 
Thomas 
Buchanan,

treasurer, was seriously injured by 
falling bricks when one side of the 
court house was blown in and the 
root tom off. 
He may die. 
Mrs. Maud France, 40, was struck 
by flying timbers and was seriously 
hurt. 
About fifty residences were wreck­ 
ed. Property damage is estimated at 
about $100,000. 
The tornado entered the city from 
the southeast, lifting over the east 
side section, and dropped into the 
west side at the edge of a park.
